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West Lake Sammamish Parkway to SR 202

The Washington State Department of Transportation 
(WSDOT) is tackling a major source of traffic 
congestion for Eastside residents nearly three years 
ahead of schedule. In response to need and public 
requests, the State Legislature recently approved 
accelerating plans to build a flyover ramp from 
westbound State Route (SR) 202 to westbound 
SR 520 to help move traffic more efficiently through 
the interchange. 

We’re Listening, Responding and Delivering
During the spring 2004 open house, community members expressed to WSDOT the 
need to speed up efforts to relieve backups and ease their commute. The project team 
found the best way to accelerate the construction schedule is to build the project in 
stages, starting with the flyover ramp. The new flyover ramp will provide faster and 
more direct access to westbound SR 520 from SR 202 without requiring drivers to 
stop at a traffic signal. Building the project in stages allows the ramp to be constructed 
three years ahead of the original plan to add lanes for SR 520, pending obtaining 
environmental permits. We know relieving congestion and delivering improvements 
faster is the best use of your tax dollars.

West Lake Sammamish Parkway to SR 202

During the Spring 2004 Open House, many community members asked how WSDOT  
would be accommodating the East Lake Sammamish Interim Use Trail located where the old 
railroad tracks had been removed east of the project. King County has plans to extend the 
trail beyond where it currently ends on the south side of the SR 520 and SR 202 interchange. 
The trail would provide a link for pedestrians and bicycles to Redmond and the Bear Creek 
Trail.  

Our project team evaluated three options to connect the trail across SR 520. King County is 
planning for the trail to cross at road level at the SR 202 intersection. WSDOT is considering 
elevating the trail to improve safety for trail users and reduce the congestion on the 
eastbound off ramp to SR 202. WSDOT examined two elevated options and one option to 
build an underground tunnel. Each option was conceptually designed with cost estimates and 
the preferred option was to build a pedestrian and bicycle bridge with ramped approaches. 
The decision to include this bridge in the project will require Legislative approval and is 
expected to be made by Spring 2006.

The proposed SR 520 Redmond project is not only adding merge lanes at the West 
Lake Sammamish Parkway and SR 202 interchanges along east and westbound  
SR 520 but also additional HOV lanes in both directions on SR 520. This added 
capacity in combination with the new SR 202 flyover ramp is projected to relieve 
congestion in both the short and long term. 

Congestion relief is projected for evening commutes on 
eastbound SR 520. As a result, traffic safety and travel 
times will be improved. Westbound SR 202 traffic will 
experience time savings and improved access to the 
SR 520 with the addition of the SR 202 flyover. Added 
HOV lanes will provide a continuous trip from Redmond 
to the SR 520 bridge deck allowing carpools and transit 
seamless access, increased travel speeds and time 
savings during peak periods.
